Another provides that after 
a producer has put his cotton 
under price-support loan 
he 
can contract to sell the loan 
equity at a set price with the 
buyer redeeming the cotton 
at a later date.

may not first sell or agree to 
scil his cotton and then place 
it under loan. 
A third new provision sets 
a 30-day period in which cotton 
may be redeemed by author­ 
ized persons after the cot­ 
ton producer signs a release. 
The ASC Committee Chair­ 
man said that as in prior years, 
a producer 
may go to the 
County ASCS Office to fill 
out loan papers, or he may go 
to approved loan clerks at 
such places as banks, cotton 
gins and warehouses, and cot­ 
ton trade offices.

Cotton loans will be disbursed 
by County ASCS Offices by 
issuing a draft which may be 
cashed the same as a check.

B ecause a P oultry Show at H am ­ 
lin has been scheduled for D ecem ­ 
b e r 19th and 20th, the question

A ccording to the re p o rts from 
the United States 
D epartm ent of 
A g riculture the a v erag e farm hen 
lays 40 eggs a y e a r; the annual p ro ­ 
duction of the p u re b re d stra in ranges 
tro m 150 to 300 eggs. Then why do 
so many of us m aintain a flock of 
s c ru b fowls. An in te re st m ust be 
a ro u sed before th e re is action. We 
have not felt an 
enthusiasm for 
highly-bred poultry and therefore 
have not displaced b ir d s of a poor 
quality for thoroughbreds. 
This e nthusiasm 
can best be 
c redited bv c o n c re te dem onstration. 
We can a p p re cia te the s u p e rio r qual - 
Hies in any object m ore genuinely 
b}' 
seeing and com paring. 
At a 
poultry show’ a re exhibited birds of 
s u p e r io r points. Then, by seeing, 
we le arn ; as we acquire knowledge, 
o u r in te r e s t grow s. 
A salesm an 
could not hope to m a rk e t his w ares 
u n le ss he offered them for inspec­ 
tion and thereby c reated an enthu­ 
s ia s m . 
P e rh a p s there is no section of 
the state in which poultry thrives 
b e tte r than here; and there are fewer 
poultry insects and d iseases in our 
d ry w e s te rn a ir than can be found in 
any a r e a of T exas. We can produce 
poultry with less labor, and with a 
large profit on the investment, than 
can the peoples in other sections. 
F u rth e rm o re , we may work our 
crops with diligence, and then h a r­ 
vest a lean yield, because of the 
drought. 
Hut a good hen, if she is 
given due attention, does not lessen 
her production when crops are b urn­ 
ed and brown. The egg basket is not 
lessened from a drought.

O f Prussic Acid 
Poisoning by Agent 
rhe 
season when 
prussic 
acid poisoning 
becomes 
a 
hazard to livestock is here, 
reports County Agent Kirby 
Clayton. 
The danger 
of livestock 
losses is groato t in tho coun­ 
ties w here 
fro sts have oc­ 
curred during the past several 
days. Prussic acid poisoning 
occurs 
when certain plants 
are grazed immediately after 
they have been damaged by 
frost 
explains the county 
agent. 
Sorghum species, including 
Johnsongrass, 
sundangrass, 
and the grain sorghum s, can 


lK?come the souiv.e of poison­ 
ing. C attle are the most sus­ 
ceptible although other do­ 
mestic animals can he affect­ 
ed. 


The poisoning is rapid act­ 
ing and signs of illness may 
sta rt within a few minutes 
after 
the animal has eaten 
the plant. Death may occur 
within 15 m inutes or an animal 
may live for several hours. 
The m ost common symp­ 
toms of poisoning are sali­ 
vation, labored breathing and 
bloat. Affected animals should 
be removed from the pasture 
or field and treated immedi­ 
ately 
by a veterinarian if 
possible.

D ear editar: 
I 
never have 
understood 
exactly w hat a com puter is, 
oh I know it can add in five 
seconds w hat it’d take me a 
year to add up on my fingers, 
but how it works and really 
w hat it’s for and w hat else 
it does is som ething I haven’t 
gotten around to m astering, 
which is not 
bothering me 
since I don’t aim at think­ 
ing up any problems that big, 
when I can’t figure out the 
answ er to a problem w ith a 
lead pencil I change problems, 
but a couple of articles in a 
newspaper I was reading last 
night got me interested in the 
things. 
According to one, in 1955 
there were 244 com puters in 
this country, today there are 
53,500, 
and five years from 
now there will be more than 
100,000. In fact, the article 
said, by the end of this cen­ 
tury all m ajor industries and 
enterprises will be controlled 
by computers. 
If you aren’t computerized 
you won’t have a chance, it 
said, pointing out that even 
farm ers are beginning to use 
them, compiling their expenses 
and sales 
and sending the 
figures 
to a centrally lo­ 


cated com puter each month, 
which 
in turn 
digests the 
facts, flashes its lights and 
grinds its gears and reports 
back 
in two days w hether 
you lost or gained. 
While I have never needed 
a com puter to tell me how 
I ’m doing, I ’ve always been 
able to tell by looking at the 
last figure in the right hand 
bottom corner 
of my bank 
statem ent 
at the end of the 
month, and sometimes I find 
out sooner than that, since 
the b in k I deal with is nice 
enough to send me a special 
notice right in the middle of 
the m onth if the situation 
demands it, still there must 
be something to the com puter 
business, although the second 
article got mc- to wondering. 
According to it, a big com­ 
puter-m anufacturing business 
doing millions of dollars worth 
of business a year has just 
gone busted. 
T h at’s right. Auditors went 
over the books when the firm 
couldn’t pay it’s 
bills and 
discovered the firm was bank­ 
rupt. 
I’ll tell you, if a business
